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THE TULIP TREE. 
‘ (Liriodendron Tulipifera. ) 

The genus Liriodendron has but one species, 
and is found only in eastern North America and 
western China. It has a very ancient lineage, as 
it was represented i in the Cretaceous age by several 
species, and in the Tertiary by a species quite 
similar to the one now living. It formerly ex- 
tended over Europe as far south as Ttaly, but was 
entirely destroyed by the glacial ice; which also 
restricted its rangein North America. It is ‘found 
from Rhode Island to southwestern Vermont, west 
to the southern shore of Lake Michigan, and ex- 
tends south to northern Florida, southern Alabama 
and Mississippi. West of the Missis- 
sippi river it is found only in south- 
eastern Missouri and the adjacent 
parts of Arkansas. But, although 
distributed over so wide a stretch of 
country, it is never so common as to 
be a characteristic feature of the 
forests. 

The Liriodendron is one of the larg- 
est and most beautiful trees of the 
American forest. Under favorable 
conditions it attains a height of one 
hundred sixty to one hundred ninety 
feet, with a straight trunk eight or 
ten feet in diameter, sometimes des- — 
titute of branches for eighty or one 
hundred feet from the ground. In- 
dividual specimens one hundred or 
one hundred fifty feet tall, with trunks 
five or six feet in diameter are not 
uncommon. The Tulip Tree prefers 
deep, rich, and rather moist soil along 
streams or on mountain slopes, and 
reaches the greatest development in 
the valleys of the rivers flowing into 
the Ohio, and on the lower slopes of 
the high mountains of North Carolina 
and Tennessee. 

On the steep slopes of Mt. Mitchell, 
N. C., the highest point of land in 
‘North America east of the Rocky 
Mountains, was a great Tulip Tree 
standing near. the pool in which Pro- 
fessor Elisha Mitchell lost his life in 
1857. This tree had a trunk thirty- 
three feet in circumference at three 
feet from the ground. In 1866 it was 
in perfect condition. It isto be hoped 


‘The branches of the Tulip Tree are 
short and small in proportion to the 
size of the trunk, giving it a pyramidal 


‘appearance, except in case of old or very large 


specimens, which usually have spreading tops. 
The leaves are a dark, glossy green above and 
lighter beneath. They are five or six inches in 
length and about the same in width. The end of 
the leaf is curiously cut off, giving it a fiddle- 
The leaf is supported on a 
slender, angled petiole five or six inches long, On 
account of this long stem the leaves quiver with 
the slightest breeze, like the Aspens, which is 


probably the reason why the name Poplar is 


applied to the Tulip Tree in some parts of the 
eountry, more particularly in the South. The 


name Whitewood is more common in the North. 


The blossoms are tulip-shaped, a pale, greenish 
yellow, deepening into orange at the base of the 
petals, which are two inches or more in length. 
The flowers are very showy and a large tree in full 
blossom is a magnificent’ sight, especially when 
standing out by itself where it can be observed 
from all sides. The flowers appear in May and 
the fruit or seed, ripens late in September or 
October. 

The wood of the Tulip Tree is light and soft, 
brittle and not strong; it has a close, straight 
grain and is easily worked. Individual trees are 
occasionally found in which the grain of the wood 
is beautifully curled or contorted, making it par-

ticularly valuable’ for cabinet purposes. 
made from tulip tree wood were used by the 
aborigines when this country was first visited by 
Europeans, and it has been in use ever since for 


the interior of houses, and 
wooden-ware. 
The Liriodendron was formerly plenty in west- 


ern New York, but has been so cut down for 


furniture, pumps, 


‘lumber that it is in danger of extermination. 


Fine specimens are occasiqnally seen, but they are 
growing less in number every year. It seems a 
great pity that these most ornamental trees should 
be so wantonly sacrifieed. We can only hope 


that our land-owners will awaken to an apprecia- 
tion of their beauty before the last one disappears. 
The Tulip Tree can be raised from seed, though 
the seed does not germinate until the second year 
after sowing. The trees grow rapidly, and, like 
the Magnolia, should be transplanted when young. 
They are perfectly hardy and are very ornamental 
for planting on the lawn or by the roadside. No 
more satisfactory tree can be found for these 
purposes. 

To our valued correspondent, Miss L. Greenlee, 
we are indebted for the following notes on the 
Tulip Tree in North Carolina, as well as for the 
photograph from which the accompanying illus- 
tration was made. 

“There is now a great demand 
among lumbermen for the Tulip 
Poplar of our forests, and the small, 
whip-saw lumber-tinkers of this North 
Carolina region, have gone mad over 
the sawing of ‘poplar squares,’ which 
sell for from ten to twenty-two dollars 
per thousand feet, according to grade. 
At a little steam saw-inill in the edge 
of our woods the other day, I saw 
25,000 feet of this beautiful wood 
packed up for shipping. 

The ‘sap’ or outside layers of wood 
are pure paper white, while the heart 
or center is rich yellow. Where the 
the saw cuts through both heart and 
sap, the planks are exquisite ribbons 
of watered white and yellow. The 
heart lumber, of course, brings the 
highest price. 

In May, when the Tulip Trees are 
magnificent with broad, glossy, fiddle- 
shaped leaves and great tulip-like 
flowers of orange, white and green, a 
much higher price would not tempt 
their owners to part with them. 
Their trunks are straight as darts, and 
their growth clean, symmetrical and 
handsome. Fortunately for the for- 
ests hereabout it is also of very rapid 
growth, especially in alluvial creek or 
river-bottom land. The roots do not 
grow very deep, however, for our 
spring and summer ‘‘freshets” bowl 
the tall trees over like nine-pins. 

In a standard gardening magazine 
of ’97 I find this note: 

‘The Tulip Tree, ina warm climate, 
discovers a fatness which we had - not 
observed among Tulip Trees of the 
north. In moist bottom lands of the 
Georgia pine belt, a full-blooming 
Tulip Tree fairly drips with liquid balm, about the 
end of April, spattering the broad foliage and 
attracting a legion of bees. Though botanists eall 
the Liriodendron a single surviving species, one 
may readily pereeive its kinship with the greater 
Magnolia. Their bark is decidedly. of the same 
general texture, and their shafts have a similar 
stateliness, right high and lordly. The main out- 
line of a Tulip Tree blossom also closely resembles 
the larger. Magnolia ‘cup,’ though the foliage of 
the two sorts have parted company, and that of 
the great Magnolia stays evergreen.’

About Flowers 


Come Into My Conservatory.

Here is my so-called ‘‘Black Calla.” Ive 
named it my Ethiopian Queen, it is so stately and 
elegant in appearance. The flower is immense, 
of a rich, dark purple color, with a black and vel- 
vet-like spathe nearly ten inches long, rising from 
the center. 

The plant reminds us of Palestine, where lilies 
abound. Solomon, who was a great lover of flow- 
ers, selected the lily as the model for the capitals 
of the pillars of his unrivaled temple and for the 
ornamentation of the brim of his ‘‘molten sea.”’ 
When Jesus drew his memorable lesson on human 
trust in Divine Providence,—‘‘Consider the lilies, 
ete,—he stood on Mount Tabor, which at that 
season, overlooked broad plains and lovely valleys 
abounding with lilies at every step. 

It is said that in early Spring the Arab women 
carry one species of lily in baskets for sale, and 
make the streets vocal with their ery of ‘‘How de- 
lightful the season! Its Maker is bountiful.” 

The Arabs hold the Black Calla in reverence. 
A eertain professor while traveling through Pal- 
estine saw one of these rare bulbs growing just 
off the road. Leaving his companions he set to 
work to extract it from the ground. Just as he 
had succeeded, he looked up and there stood an 
old Arab with the heavy club earried by all as a 
means of offense and defense. He was soon 
joined by two younger Arabs each with a club. 
Willing to pay a little for peace, he was about to 
hand a small coin to the old man when one of the 
younger ones made a lunge for both purse and 
money. The professor, determined to end the ne- 
gotiations, hurled the bulb full in the face of the 
old man and ran after his party shouting for them 
to wait. 

Suddenly something struck him in the back and 
turning he found that the calla bulb had been 
thrown back at him. The Arabs in their anger 
could think of nothing else to do. 

Though badly broken he gathered up the frag- 
ments and kept on. His party soon noticed him 
and waited till he caught up, and later the lily 
was growing in his conservatory, despite its rough 
usage.

A New Plant or Two. 


E. S. GILBERT, 


In the spring of 99 I set the Mongolian honey- 
suckle Hedysarum multijugum. It grew quite 
well though pinched by the drouth, and flowered 
in June this season, beginning to bloom when 
about a foot high. The plant tends to become 
woody at the base, but most of its growth is 
herbaceous and is cut down by winter. It is of 
the pea family and is said to be very hardy, a true 
iron clad fearing no degree of cold. The foliage 
has about the tint of a cabbage leaf and consists 
of a strong midrib or rachis, bearing sixteen or 
eighteen pairs of smooth oval leaflets, the largest 
ones at the base half an inch long and tapering to 
very small ones at the tip giving a fernlike look, 
very delicate and pretty. The dark red scentless 
pea flowers, adozen or more on each spike or stem, 
are well above the foliage, but the stems are not 
stiffly erect, they seem rather like the tip of a 
climbing vine, for awhile, at least bending and turn- 
ing this way or that very gracefully, but they are 
not really weak. The flowers fold up and hang 
down at night opening again in the morning. 
There is no attempt to form seed so far. The 
plant, is said to get six feet high, branching in all 
directions from the root, and is beautiful both in 
leaf and flower. Set it and you will see. 

Last spring I sowed the seed of Verbesina occi- 


dentalis, as John Lewis Childs calls it, (but it is 
really V. heliantioides I think,) a native western 
perennial allied to the sunflowers and coming 
near to being a Heliopsis. I got one plant with 
large, rich peagreen leaves, in opposite pairs, an 
erect branching stem and large, golden yellow 
flowers which ‘would almost pass for those of the 
perennial Calliopsis except for some dark specks 
in the dise which make the center of the flower of 
a different tint. It began to bloom when six 
inches high and promises a long succession of 
flowers as the branches grow. It gets four or 
more feet high, I believe, and I am much pleased 
with it so far. If it is hardy, and I suppose it is, 
it will be a good thing. 

The hybrid sweet briar Lucy Ashton differs in 
three points from its parent briar; the rose slug 
eats its leaves, it has less wicked thorns and its 
flowers are suffused with yellow as if an orange 
light were shining through them. It is good for 
variety but if I could have but one I would take 
the old sweet briar. 


Flowers of Auld Lang Syne. 


Within the last fifty years, collectors of plants, 
under the patronage of wealthy individuals and 
associations, have been sent out to all parts of 
the world. Such has been the diligence and 
perseverance of these collectors, that one would 
suppose every nook and corner ‘of the globe had 
been explored, and that nothing more of interest 
could be garnered up to gratify the eye of the 
florist. Such however is not the case. Every 
year brings to light ‘‘something 
new, something to please, and 
something to instruct,” in the 
floral kingdom. However rare and 
Z interesting many of these newly 
discovered plants may be, the old- 
fashioned flowers fill a place in the 
hearts of most people, that noth- 
ing else in the floral world can 
occupy. Aside from the memories 

Lily (candidum)  onnected with the old-time favor- 
ites, it is now considered quite fashionable to 
have a bed, or border of them, in one’s garden. 
They are perfectly hardy, and when once well 
established, will thrive and bloom year after year, 
with little or no care. Like most other flowers, 
they prefer a good soil, but they may be planted 
anywhere there is room, if large holes are dug for 
their reception, and filled in with rich soil around 
the plants. 

The peony was a great favorite fifty years ago, 
and, even today, nothing can 
surpass the intense beauty of the 
dark varieties. The white and 
paler colors, are very soft and 
delicate, and all are deliciously 
fragrant. The variety known as 
“Old Searlet,” in the floral cata- 
lagues of today, is the true, old, 
large double peony, of our grand- 
mother’s garden. 

Hardy pinks were perhaps the next favored 
blossoms of ‘‘ye olden time,” and are yet among 
the most desirable garden plants, on account of 
their exquisite fragrance. There are now very 
many varieties, but the true, old-fashioned kind, 
has beautiful, deep rose flowers, which are clove- 
scented. A popular poet says: 

Poppies of the olden days, were quite different 
from the varieties of the present 
time. No doubt our grand- 
mothers wished to light up dark 
corners among shrubbery, or 
loved a bit of gorgeous color just 
for itself, and for this purpose 
they planted poppies—not an- 
nual ones, but the perennial 
variety. Each blossom is almost 
as large as a saucer, and is borne 
on a swaying, slender stem, high 
above the handsome foliage. In growing this 
variety, remember that it must not be disturbed 
after being planted, as no poppies transplant 
successfully. ;

Poppy 
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Digitalis, (foxglove) Delphinium, (larkspur) 
Antirrhinum, (snapdragon) Tagetes, (mari- 
gold) were all much prized in olden times. 

Hollyhocks, in their present state of 
perfection, are very beautiful. The yel- 
low, rose, magenta, and black varieties, 
are intensely deep in coloring, while the 
white, pale lemon, soft pink, and lavender 
shades, are extremely delicate. The old 
‘qnagenta” variety, was perhaps quite as 
popular long ago, as the new strains are q 
now, as it was to be seen in every garden FoxGlove 
in company with Sweet William and Wall 
Flower. 

A garden was not quite a real garden, in old 
times, without its beds of fragrant roses, lilies and 
violets. Future years may bring forth some strik- 
ing and beautifulroses. Curiously 
striped or spotted, or fringed roses 
may yet be in store for us. Who 
knows but we may yet see a blue, 
or a jet black rose? but no roses 
within the possibilities of floricul- 
ture, will make less dear the old 
varieties that have long been loved. 

It is so with many other flowers. 
There may be marvellous lilies pro- 
duced, of the like of which we 

Larkspur have not yet dreamed, but the old 
white garden lily will be none the less popular on 
that account, while the sweet English 
violet will be worn and loved in the 
future as in the past, no matter how 
many improved varieties may be 
offered. 

The fragrance of the lavender plant 
was much prized by our grandmothers 
and now by many of their grand-daugh- 
ters. Its sweet perfume calls to mind 
clean caps and frills, and it is now one 
of the most fashionable scents. Old Hollyhock 
lavender bushes are not as productive as are the 
younger ones—those of the 
second year’s growth being 
in their prime for flowers. 
After the third year, they 
should be discarded, and 
new settings made from cut- 
tings. To be at its best for 
perfuming purposes, the 
lavender branches should be 
thoroughly dried; and, beside this, they should be 
placed in a close receptacle, until the flowers may 
be easily shaken off. The odor is 
much more lasting if they are 
treated in this way. 

One of the oldest of garden flow- 
ers is the Fleur-de-lis, commonly 
known as the blue and white 
“flag.” It was one of the first 
flowers imported into this country, 
and was a great favorite among 
colonial dames—no garden of that 
day being complete without a 
clump of its sword-like leaves. 

A bed of ribbon grass, was always to be found 
in every old garden. 
failing source of amusement to the children, who 
would spend hours in trying to find two blades 
that ‘‘matched.” 

Other floral antiques may be found in the ecata- 
logues of today under new 
and formidable names, and 
among them are many neg- 
lected beauties, that really 
deserve attention. In going 
through a floral catalogue of 
this year, let one make a note 
of the plants and flowers other 
than novelties that are unknown, and most peo- 
ple will be surprised at the result. 

Probably not one person in a hundred owns a 
perennial poppy, or would even recognize a 
perennial flax plant. The old searlet peony is 
growing scarce, while ‘‘Dicentra,” ‘“‘sweet shrub,”

and ‘‘sweet briar,” have almost passed into mere | 


names. They have won their way to our hearts, 
and should not be missing from our gardens...

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Cannas from Seed.

Cannas can be grown from seed with ease, and 
under ordinary conditions of growth will bloom 
the first summer nearly or quite as soon as when 
live plants or dormant roots are set out. 

The directions ordinarily given for making 
eanna seeds germinate are inadequate. The 
skin of these Indian Shot, as canna seeds are often 
appropriately called, is of the toughest and most 
imperviable character, so much so that they 
might be soaked in water for months without be- 
coming sufficiently swelled for germination. Seeds 
of all descriptions must admit moisture so as to 
swell before growth can begin. My method is to 
eut, chip or file an entrance through this horny 
coat, making a hole the size of an ordinary pin 
head. This permits the entrance of moisture to 
the kernel, but absorption is slow at ordinary 
temperature, so to hasten events I pour hot water 
on the chipped seeds and allow it to stand a few 
hours or over night. Use water as hot as your 
fingers will bear. Some of the seeds will swell 
readily and will soon be doubled in size and ready 
for planting. Others will be unaffected and 
should receive another scalding. This should be 
repeated three or four times, if necessary, first re- 
moving those which have swelled sufficiently. A 
second chipping can be made, or somewhat hotter 
water used, or both. My experience has been 
that these canna ‘‘shot” will endure a surprising 
amount of hot water treatment without injury, 
and the seeds must be well swollen before planting 
if an early germination is expected. 

For planting, I use a box about four inches in 
depth, filled to within an inch of the top with any 
good potting soil. The swollen seeds are planted 
to the depth of three-fourth of an inch to one 
inch, and two inches or more apart each way. 
Then the soil is firmed and watered with tepid 
water. Set the box on the register, stove reser- 
voir, or on the shelf just underneath the latter 
where it is exposed to a continuous warmth. 
Watch that the soil does not dry out, and water 
every day with warm water. The plants should 
begin to show in four days and nearly everyone 
be up and growing rapidly in six, or, at most, in 
seven days. The plants may be left a few days 
in their warm location, if desired, but after 
germination is all over and the seedlings three or 
four inches high they should be put in a warm, 
sunny window. Expose the plants freely to the 
sunlight and keep the soil moist; even a little 
over-wetting is permissible. Liquid manure may 
be applied once or twice a week. 

It is the easier way to keep the seedlings in the 
seed-box until planting-out time, but better 
growth may be expected if they are all trans- 
planted into another box of good soil, or singly 
into pots or tin cans. Or they may be bedded 
out any time after the plants are three inches 
high, if the proper season has arrived; the ground 
should be warm and danger of frost over; corn- 
planting time, the last of May, is about right. 
Do not let the young cannas lack for water. For 
best results a rich soil, plenty of water, and full 
sunshine should be given. 

I have practised this method for several seasons 
with uniform success, and feel assured that others 
will find it satisfactory. 
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March Notes. 


March is the month in which we begin to pre- 
pare for our summer garden. 

Give our house-plants more water, more fresh 
air and some kind of fertilizer. All of them 
should be making active growth. , 

This is the month when we may root our cuttings 
for later use, thus getting extra plants, also prun- 
ing the original plant.’ I use sand kept constant- 
ly moist and cover the cuttings with a tumbler or 
glass jar, and I seldom lose a cutting. 

Plant your Tuberous-Begonias and Gloxinias 
this month. Give them good drainage, and a 
sandy, fibrous soil. Keep them in a warm place 
until active growth is well under way. ;

Some Results of Close Pruning. 


A snowball bush about fifteen years old had not 
flourished well for some time, and pruning was 
recommended. 

The recommendation was carried out, and so 
rigorously was the pruning done it seemed almost 
barbarous. The branches were all cut back to with- 
in a few inches of the main stem, the bare stumps 
seeming to rise in mute'but touching protest against 
such treatment. 

Really, it did seem as if the bush would never 


amount to anything again. 


The pruning was done late in the winter. The 
following spring the bush made but small growth 
and there were but few blossoms. ‘‘I told you 
so,” was heard more than once in reference to the 
results of the pruning. 


But the second year after the pruning, the bush 
made a most vigorous growth and was literally coy- 
ered with flowers. One branch, about two and 
a half feet long, bore sixteen balls, some of which 
measured fifteen inches around and eight inches 
through. The accompanying illustration shows 
all but two of the balls. The upper one was di- 
vided and looked like two small balls. 

Another branch about a foot long had eight 
balls, some of which measured eighteen inches 
around, and at the top of the bush, beyond reach, 
were still larger balls apparently about twenty 
inches in circumference. 

The vigorous growth of this bush, abundance of 
bloom, and exceedingly large size of the balls cer- 
tainly seemed to present a strong argument in fa- 
vor of close pruning.—F. B.

Have you any Chrysanthemums stored in the 
If so bring them up, water well, and in a 
short time there will be numerous sprouts all over 
the top. Cut such of these as you wish and root 
in moist sand, then keep them steadily growing, 
repotting as they need it. 

This is a good time to start Pansies, Salvias, 
Coleus, Asters, and Ageratum from seeds. By 
the time the ground is warm enough they should 
be ready to plant out. 

Syringe all plants often and be on the warpath 
for the insect pests on the plants and in the soil. 
A little care and watchfulness every day is all 
that is required.

YORK AND LANCASTER ROSE. 


I have two large bushes of York and Lancaster 
rose. Have had them several years. Always 
there would be some plain-colored red on the bush, 
but the most of the roses would be trwe—striped 
red and white. But this season one bush had noth- 
ing but the red roses, not one true to color. The 
other had avery few true to color, but the ma- 
jority were plain red. I am very partial to this 
rose, and its antics this year caused me to won- 
der if it will go back or degenerate into a plain 
rose. Will the tush that has borne nothing but 
the red ever again bear the striped rose? 

The York and Lancaster rose being very varia- 
ble ther is no reason, to think that it has changed 
permanently to a flower of one color. The proba- 
bility is that another year, when of course the 
water supply will be somewhat different from 
that of the present season, and the effects of 
the winter also different, it may return to its 
usual habit of showing variegated flowers. 

The variations of conditions in our seasons are 
very great and our hardy plants of all kinds re- 
spond in numerous ways to these changing condi- 
tions. It is possible that a plant of this kind 
might develop a shoot or branch bearing only 
red flowers and that this branch should be hardi- 
er and more vigorous than the rest, and conse- 
quently appropriate a greater share of nourish- 
ment, so that in time the rest of the bush should 
perish. In that casethere would be a positive 
change by the new forms supplanting the old. 
But it isnot understood that a change of this kind 
has occurred. The unusual appearance of the 
flowers thissumme- should be regarded as a varia- 
tion due to peculiarities of the season. 


SEEDLING HOLLYHOCKS. 


A few years ago a friend gave me a small plant 
of the old-fashioned single hollyhocks. Think it 
was the fall of the year when planted. Next 
spring it flowered and blossoms were of a dark 
pink color. A great number of young ones came 
up about it from seeds dropped. These were de- 
stroyed as I could not use them, not having space. 
Near by there are some grape vines. Beneath 
these about half a dozen plants grew unobserved 
until of good size, when they were transplanted 
to another situation. Of course, I expected them 
to be pink like original plants but to my surprise 
and delight some have changed color. One is white 
with purplish center, another dark red, and an- 
other has pink, and dark red blossoms on same 
plant. Can you explain why this is? The rest 
are pink lite theold plant. Now, not far distant is 
an Althea with white and purplish b'ooms. Could 
bees or insects have carried pollen from it and so 
introduced the hollyhock of same color? Think, 
perhaps, that this may be probable, but cannot 
see how the dark red originated. The old plant 
has also -changed having a formation in center 
making it almost semi-double. 

Seeds of the hollyhock do not always reproduce 
the color of the plant from which they came. 
Like all cross-bed plants of different colors, the 
seedlings show many shades of color. The Althea 
had nothing to do with the change of color.

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|| Floral Gossip 


By Eben E. Rexford. 


March ought to be the most satisfactory month 
of the season, in the window garden. Most plants 
adapted to culture there should bloom now, ata 
time when flowers are more appreciated than they 
will be later, when there are more of them. Be 
careful to not over water them. Give only 
enough to keep the soil moist. Do not give 
enough fertilizer to force growth. Simply aim to 
keep the plants going steadily and healthily for- 
ward. Too much fertilizer often,—indeed, gen- 
erally,—defeats the plans of the amateur florist, 
for it brings about a luxuriant growth of branches 
at the expense of the flowers. Too much rich 
food is quite as bad for the plant as a lack of it. 
It is an easy matter to overdo things, in this re- 
spect. It takes time and a good deal of care- 
ful, intelligent observation to learn just how 
much fertilizer to give the plant, and when to 
give it. Dormant plants need none. Growing 
plants will be benefitted by judicious applications 
of it, and the same is true of the plants which are 
flowering, but are not making much development 
of branches. As a general thing we give too much 
at atime. It isa good plan to give it in small 
quantities, about once a week. 


Say what they may about its being a ‘‘com- 
mon” flower the Geranium is the best flower we 
have for the window-garden. Any one can grow 
it. It adapts itself to all situations. It is sure 
to bloom with most ordinary treatment. And _ its 
flowers are superb in form, size, and color. The 
new varieties are wonderful improvements on the 
old sorts, in nearly all respects, and more and 
more the objections which have been urged 
against this plant because of its democratic na- 
ture are being set aside as uncalled for. A dozen 
good Geraniums will make a large window a blaze 
of magnificent color from January to May. Read 
yonr catalogues carefully, and find out all about 
the grand new sorts now offered, and invest a lit- 
tle money in them this spring. Whoever buys a 
Geranium is sure to get full worth for the money 
invested. 


I get a great many inquiries about Roses for use 
in the house, in winter. What kinds do _ best 
there? What treatment do they need? Lalwaysad- 
vise the amateur to confine her selections to a few 
of the best for her purpose—say Agrippina, crim- 
son, Queen’s Scarlet, Hermosa, pink, and Clothilde 
Soupert, pink and white. Try these four before you 
add to the list. When you have learned how to 
grow them well, it will be safe to try some of the 
more exacting sorts. Give them a soil of loam 
containing some clay. The Rose likes to feel the 
earth firm and compact about its roots, and is ney- 
er suited with a light, loose soil. Have the pots 
well drained. If the soil is not fairly rich, add a 
little fine bone meal to it,—say in the proportions 
of a teaspoonful toa quart of soil. In potting the 
plants, firm the earth well about their roots. 
Water moderately. Keep the plants in a rather 
cool, airy, sunny place. And be sure you keep 
down all insects. You must do this if you want 
to grow Roses. The red spider can be kept in 
check by a daily showering with clear water, be- 
ing sure that every portion of the plant is reached by 
it. The aphis—that pitiless enemy of the Rose,— 
can be controlled by the Ivory soap insecticide. 
Do not wait until your plants are covered with 
lice, but go on the principle that prevention is bet- 
ter than cure,—that a stitch in time saves nine,— 
and give your Roses a dip in the soap-bath as soon 
as the first insect is found on them. With a 
treatment like the one outlined above it is possible 
to grow good Roses in the living-room,—and one 
fine Rose is worth a score of inferior flowers! 


When you send for seeds for next summer’s gar- 
den do not fail to get a packet of the Branching 
Aster. 
pleasure last season. This variety grew to be 
three feet high, with from ten to twenty branches 
to aplant, and these were heavily laden with 
large, perfect flowers which so closely resembles 
the Chrysanthemums that they were often mis- 
taken for them, when cut. They were unexcelled 
for cut flower work, because of their delicate col- 
oring andlongstems. They lasted for many days, 
if the water in which they were placed was 
changed daily. So pleased was I with them. that 
Iam glad to speak a good word for them. Who- 
ever likes Asters will be delighted with this va- 
riety. 


I am afraid the Gladiolus is not receiving the 
attention it deserves. Last season I saw but lit- 
tle of it. This flower ought to be in all collec- 
tions. It is to the garden, what the Geranium 
is to the window. We have nothing that gives a 
greater show of rich, and brilliant, as well as 
delicate, color, at the season when the Gladiolus 
is in its prime. Don’t let the desire for new 
things lead you to overlook the merits of this most 
excellent flower. 


Have you grown any of the new Dahlias, of the 
Cactus and Decorative varieties? If not, you 
should do so this season. They are among the 
best plants for the garden, because they bloom 
freely, are so rich and varied in color, and give 
ohe so little trouble. And—they last so long! 
Protect them from the first early frosts, and you 
can keep them blooming until cold weather comes 
in earnest. Procure tubers in March. Put them 
into four and five inch pots of rich soil as soon as 
received. When the weather becomes warm—but 
not before—put the plants out in the garden, giv- 
ing them a rich, deep, mellow soil. If a drought 
comes, see that they never suffer from lack of 
moisture at the roots. These new sorts generally 
come into flower by the latter part of July, and 
they increase in size, beauty, and number, as the 
hot weather passes away. The yellow, white, 
rose, scarlet and maroon varieties are simply mag- 
nificent in form and color. The old, prim, very 
double Dahlia isn’t ‘‘in it’’ with these new comers. 
—Hben FE. Reaford. 


Lady Washington Geraniums. 


There certainly are fashions or fads in growing 
plants. A few years ago the large-flowered or 
show Pelargoniums, more commonly called Lady 
Washington Geranitims, were very popular. Ey- 
ery collection of house plants was sure to contain 
one or more of them. Now they are seldom seen, 
except in greenhouses, yet they have not lost any 
of their beauty and they are not difficult of culti- 
vation. 

It is possible that compared with the Zondal or 
common Geraniums they do not furnish as great 
a quantity of bloom, and so are not as generally 


cultivated, but that may be on account of the 
treatment given them and not of the capacities of 
the plants themselves. 

The soil for Lady Washington Geraniums 
should be of good, fibrous loam mixed with 
about one-fourth decayed manure and a little 
sand. The soil should be made firm in potting 
and particular attention should be given to the 
drainage. The plants should be kept rather dry 
than otherwise, particularly in autumn and winter 
when growth is slow. When the flower trusses be- 
gin to appear, give weak liquid manure. When 
plants are flowering, they should be shaded from 
direct sunshine and given plenty of air. 

A few years ago a correspondent wrote us that 
desiring to make her Lady Washingtons winter 
bloomers she dried them off in June, giving just 
enough water to keep them alive, cut them back 
and repotted in September. In the middle of No- 
vember they began to bloom and continued in 
flower for several months. 

A correspondent in Holyoke, Mass., sent us a 


I had no flower that gave me greater — 


photograph of a Lady Washington Geraniu 
which she said was started the previous summer. 
The plant began to blossom in March, and when 
the picture was taken, in June, was still covered 
with flowers, as shown in the illustration. Surely 
greater success could not be desired. 


The range of color in the Lady Washington 
Geraniums is now large, running through all shades 
from white, pink, rose-color and crimson to ma- 
roon, and also through various shades of red. 
The blossoms, except in color, always remind one 
of Pansies and the dark velvety blotches on the 
upper petals contrast beautifully with the lighter 
shades of the ground-work of the flowers. They 
are so much prettier than any of the common 
Geraniums that we should be glad to see them 
more generally cultivated.—F. B.

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Nature Study 


By Ella Jacobs. 


The Early Spring Flowers. 


After the long cold winter, the awakening of Na- 
ture is of interest toold and young. The children 
will eagerly watch to see the leaf buds unfold on the 
trees; and the first wild flowers, as they appear are 
regarded as precioustreasures. In some surburban 
schools quite a rivalry exists among the pupils as 
to who will bring the first buds and blossoms to 
the teachers. 


Z Trailing 
Arbutus. 


Tf it is practical, make special excursions to the 
country or even to the city parks, during March 
and April. Take the children with you each time, 
show them how and where to look for the wild 
flowers. Take a knife or trowel and a basket. 
Dig up the plants by the roots. You can keep 
them fresh for several days, perhaps a week, by 
planting them in a soup plate or basin filled with 


earth and water, and the bright delicate flowers 
will fully repay you for the time and trouble spent 
in collecting them. 

A very simple and interesting experiment is to 
take some small twigs or branches of horsechest- 
nut, apple, cherry, and lilac; put them in a tall 
jar or vase and fill it 
with warm water ev- 
ery day. This forces 
the buds, and you will 
have the dainty frag- 
rant fruit blossoms at 
least six weeks before 
the trees bloom out in 
the open air. This 
willalways delight the 
children, and the 
“grown-ups” who 
love Nature. Itis in- 
teresting to have the 
children watch the 
buds develop and the 
leaves develop and 
open. The children 
should be taught to 
recognize the common 
trees by their leaves, and also by the bark and 
general shape. 

The very first spring flower to appear is the 
‘skunk cabbage, but as it is quite large and has a 
very unpleasant odor it is not a very desirable ac- 
qiuistion, Almost as early as the skunk cabbage 
comes the trailing arbutus. This dainty flower 
must be carefully searched for, because it nestles 


down closely among dead leaves and roots among 
pine trees and in sandy soil. The blossoms are 
white tinged with 
pink, and it has a 
faint aromatic od- 
or. The brown 
stems are hairy, 
trailing along 
among the thick 
leaves, which are 
always a dark, 
glossy green. 
Sometimes this 
brave little flower 
is found blooming, 
safely covered up 
by dead leaves be- 
fore the snow has 
quite melted 
away. 

Hepatica or liver wort follows closely upon the 
arbutus. It it daintier and prettier to my mind. 
The rounded, leathery, three-lobed leaves look 
lovely even after the flowers have withered and 
disappeared. At first we see only the old brown 
leaves from last year, but soon the fresh young 
leaves uncurl and open. The little buds stand 
bravely erect in the cold, as each one is protected 
by a fuzzy fur hood, which droops back as the 
flower opens into maturity, The blossoms vary in 
color, white, pale pink, and blue being seen. 
They are found chiefly in the woods, but can 
sometimes be found on the sides of sunny hills. 

Bloodroot or Indian paint is a wild flower of 
April. When you pluck.the entire plant you can 
easily see that it was named on account of its thick 
fleshy red root, the juice of which was used by the 
Indians as paint. Even its stems will dye up the 
hands unless the flowers are picked with care. 
Bloodroot has a slightly unpleasant odor, but the 
lovely flowers more than compensate for this. 
The flowers are faintly pink in bud, and pure 
white when open, shaped like a star, with from 
eight to twelve petals, and a brilliant yellow cen- 
tre, they are very perishable, and fall quickly 
if not gathered with the root. The leaf is very 
pretty, large, round, deeply lobed, and has red- 
dish veins. 

Spring beauty is a smaller flower, and perisha- 
ble as itis dainty. It closesin cloudy weather 
and at night; so if the flowers look withered in 


the evening after an excursion, do not be discour- 
aged and throw them away, as they may revive in 
the light of the next morning. Putting the stems 
in hot water, almost boiling, will sometimes re- 
vive flowers. The blossoms of the spring beauty 
are five petaled, either white with pink veins, or 
pale pink with veins of a deeper tint. The leaves 
are long and narrow like grass. 

Wake robin or trillium can be found in the 
woods from April to June. There are several va- 
rieties of this family, but all agree in having, as 
the name suggests, flowers with their parts ar- 
ranged on aplan of threes. Three leaves are on each 
stem. The stem rises erect with the leaves, and 
from the midst comes the flower which has three 
petals, and a three-lobed calyx. 


The dog-tooth vio- 
let or yellow adder’s 
tongue does not be- 
long to the violet 
family at all. The 8 
name is a misnomer, 
and somewhat mis- 
leading. The flower 
is found as early as 
May and often as 
late as June. It 
grows luxuriantly in 
moist woods and 
thickets. It has a 
large, solitary yellow 
flower as shown in 
illustration. The 
leaves are rather pretty, being long and slender, 
quite unlike the round violet leaf. It is mottled 
with a purplish brown and white. 

Among the other early flowers which may be 
easily gathered and recognized are Rue Anemone 
and Wood Anemone or Wind Flower, Violets 
(blue and white), and Marsh Marigold or American 
Cowslip. 


Trillium. 


It is most inter- 
esting to know and 
recognize the names 
of flowers as a whole 
at first, and let the 
technical names of 
the parts come last. 
So after you have 
grouped and named 
all your wild flow- 
ers, a few lessons in 
elementary botany 
will be very appro- 
priate. Notice the flower or blossom, called the 
Corolla. Sometimes it isin one piece as in the 
morning glory, sometimes more than one as in the 
apple, hepatica, trilli- 
um, forget-me-not. 

The little green cup 
at the base of the cor- 
olla is the Calyx; when 
it is divided each piece 
is called a Sepal. 
Have the children en- 
umerate these various 
parts on the various 
flowers by telling the 
number of petals, ete. 
This is excellent foun- 
dation work and a good preparation for more ex- 
tended study of Botany.—Normal Instructor.

The resemblance pointed out I have often 
noticed in comparing the Tulip Tree and Magnolia 
acuminata, which has the same tall showy growth 
of trunk and branches. The dwarfer forms of 
Magnolia have also some points of resemblance in 
flower and leaf. The Tulip Poplar, like them, 
must be transplanted when quite small, in order 
to form a thrifty, handsome tree. 

The seed pods of the Liriodendron are cone- 
shaped and about two inches long. They are 
quite conspicuous among the spray of the trees in 
winter, and seatter their seeds so successfully that 
tiny tulip-tree forests are continually springing up 
in our fields and woods. 

In autumn the leaves of this tree color to a very 
rich, bright golden yellow, as vivid and glowing in 
tone as the Hickory’s famous gold. Some old 
trees in this section have diameters of five and six 
feet, and are priceless in their owners’ estimation.”

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The Microscope. 


E. 5. GILBERT. 


If I were the king of this country, I would per- 
haps compel everyone to own a microscope of 
some sort. All nature lovers should have them 
anyway. The little, simple, magnifier, having 
one, two or three lenses mounted in hard rubber 
and shutting into the hands for the pocket, is in- 
dispensable ; every field and wood, every creek 
and garden and yard will give endless material for 
its use ; it is always with you and always ready. 
Then a compound microscope having a power of 
50 to 80 diameters is a good thing too. If you 
ask which I recommend I answer that you ought 
to have both. The first can be had for a dollar, 
or so; the latter will cost more—depending on the 
number of accessories and the power of the lenses. 
High priced instruments of great power are not 
greatly desirable for ordinary use, they are for 
professional people. Get the simple glass first, 
this will in time lead to the compound instrument. 
As simple a thing as a pinch of sand makes a 
pretty and interesting object. One day a little 
sand from Lake Erie’s shore came in a letter, and 
under a power of 50 diameters (2,500 times), it 
became a collection of gems. Here were stones 
partly transparent of the darkest green, others of 
anequally dark red. Some were clear as drops of 
dew and here was a block of this sort with a line 
of the brightest yellow through it. To sprinkle a 
glass slide thickly with the sand and push it 
slowly along under the lenses was to see an in- 
terminable procession of rare stones. Minute 
flowers are turned into broad blooms of rare 
beauty, there are insects and mosses, lichens and 
seeds—but the world is wide as you will find be- 
fore you have magnified all of it. There is a con- 


trivance called a camera lucida, costing from three | 


to twenty dollars, of several patterns, and of better 
or worse qualities, I suppose, by which youare en- 
abled to draw and paint the magnified images of 
all sorts of things. I never tried but one kind of 
these instruments and I thought it a very ticklish 
thing to use, though perhaps I might have gained 
dexterity by practice. But I have a way of draw- 
ing magnified pictures of my own invention which 
is easier than the camera lucida. At least I think 
it is and you can determine it for yourself when 
you try it. Set your compound microscope in a 
good light on a smooth table or the like, in such a 
way that you can sit and look into it without 
fatigue, fasten your drawing paper to the table or 
a smooth board and set the microscope close to its 
edge. Now move the glass slide that carries the 
object until it is near the paper as it can go 
without going out of the field of view, move the 
paper or the instrument or anything else till it 
suits you, that is till the magnified image is seen 
in a proper position on the paper. Take a pencil 
and sketch a light outline round it. For keeping 
both eyes open, one eye sees the object through 
the lenses, the other sees the pencil and paper, and 
the magnified phantom seems to be on the paper. 
Advance the pencil point first else the body of the 
pencil may hide the outline. The outline secured, 
you may dismiss the phantom and fill in and shade 
and tint just as you would any ordinary object. 
You will tire your eyes at first by the effort you 
put forth to keep them straight. Look easily and 
naturally; work expeditiously as the phantom is a 
rather frisky affair; rest your eyes often until you 
get the hang of things, and you can make draw- 
ings of magnified objects.

~ Some Facts About Eggs. 


Eggs boiled twenty minutes are 
more easily digested than if boiled ten. 
They are dry and mealy, and are 
readily acted upon by the gastric 
juice. 

The yolk of an egg well beaten is a 
very good substitute for cream in 
coffee. An egg willseason three cups. 

Hoarseness and tickling in the 
throat are relieved by a gargle of the 
white of an egg beaten toa froth with 
a tumblerful of warm, sweetened 
water. 

Beat an egg fifteen minutes with a 
pint of milk and a pint of water, 
sweetened with granulated sugar, 
bring to boiling point, and when cold 
use asa drink. It is excellent for a 
cold. 

Put coffee into the pot, add the 
white of an egg and stir well before 
pouring on any water. Leave the 
yolk in the shell to be used in a similar 
manner another time. This makes a 
strengthening morning drink. 


A Cheerful Kitchen. 


When women are more generally 
architects, kitchens will be things of 
beauty and comfort.

He was 
born in Boston, graduated from Yale 
and Harvard Law school, read law 
with Daniel Lord of New York; was 
counsel in many notable cases, inclu- 
ding President Johnson in the im- 


peachment proceedings, and Henry | f 


Ward Beecher’s Brooklyn trial ; was 
attorney-general of the U. 8., and 
advocate of the Republican party 
before the electoral commission, and | 
during President Hayes’ administra- 
tion Secretary of state, and in 1885 
U. 8. Senator.. He was probably the 
greatest lawyer of his day, and one of 
the most popular orators. | 

It is announced that a consolida- 
tion of the steel interests of the coun- 
try has been effected, and that 
Charles M. Schwab is the president.

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GARDEN NOTES 


i Soils in Variety. 


MRS H. M. WOODWARD. 


Often in gardening books and papers 
we see different terms used with refer- 
ence to the different kinds of soil. A 
well-known authority on gardening 
has given us the following clasvitica- 
tion of ssils which helps in our under- 
standing of them. 

_ Pure clay, or pipe clay as it is often 
-ealled, is seldom met with, and if it 
were would be of little use to the 
gardener. 

_ Strong clay, or tile clay, is pure 
clay with the addition of a small 
quantity of sand, from five to fifteen 

per cent. Clay loam is clay with a 

larger amount of sand usually from 

fifteen to thirty per cent. 

Loam is the common soil of our 
rich prairies, containing besides clay, 
some vegetable matter and thirty to 
sixty per cent sand. Sandy loam has 
sixty to ninety per cent of sand, and 
what is called sandy soil contains 
more than ninety per cent sand. 

Caleareous clay, caleareous loam 
and calcareous sands are named ac- 
cording to the proportion of clay and 
sand with some carbonate of lime. 

. Mould is the name generally given 

to old rich garden soil which is espee- 

jally rich in decayed vegetable and 
animal matter, also to the soil of the 
woods which is enriched by falling 
leaves and decaying vegetation of all 
kinds. Soil may contain essentially 

the same elements and yet present a 

very different appearance, a chemical 

analysis often being necessary to prove 
the fact. 

A good clay loam which has been 
under-drained is considered the best 
soil for most crops, fru‘ts especially, 
being kept in good conditicn for a 
long time with a very moderate supply 
of fertilizer, while the more sandy 
soils require more fertilizer. It seems 
as if the clay is fitted to hold all the 
fertilizer applied to it while the sand 
forms a leach to run it off. 

Sandy soil, too, is always deficient 
in potash, so leached .or unleached 
ashes will benefit it more than clear 
potash. The reason for this is, that 
as sandy soil contains little decayed 
vegetable matter, the clear potash 
would unite with the sand ina com- 

“pound which is not easily dissolved 
and taken hold of by the roots of the 
plants. Some plants require one kind 
of soil while others require soil entire- 
ly different; others do not seem to be 
very particular but give a fair crop 
almost anywhere. 

There are several rules by which 
one can tell what his soil needs, and 
it is all determined by the general 
appearance of the crop. When the 
conditions seem favorable for healthy 
growth, yet the plants are pale green 
with small or slender stalks and 
leaves it is a sure sign of lack of nitro- 
gen. It does not necessarily follow, 
however, that under opposite condi- 
tions the plants need no nitrogen, as

alarger amount can often be used with 
benefit to the crop. 

If the growth of stalks and leaves 
is excessive and the flower and fruit 
development is imperfect, it is a good 
sign of too much nitrogen in propor- 
tion to the amount of potash and 
phosphorie acid. Some progressive 
farmers make a thorough test of the 
soil before applying any commercial 
fertilizer, and are then in a position 
to apply just the proper elements with 
no danger of mistake. A few rows 
are left without fertilizer of any kind, 
while others have nitrate of soda to 
supply nitrogen, acid rock to furnish 
phosphorie acid, or muriate of potash 
to supply potash. Other rows have 
a combination of any two of the in- 
gredients and still others, a mixture 
of all three. If a careful record is 
kept, it ean be told at once just what 
is necessary to make the land produce 
the best crops. 

A French scientist is said to have 
made a curious invention in this line 
for use of plants in pots. He gives 
them pills to keep them in healthy 
and vigorous condition. He first 
found out by experiment just what 
certain plants need, then prepared the 
fertilizers required, and placing them 
in small eases buried them in the soil 
near the roots. They dissolved fast 
or slow according to the thickness of 
the cases and were absorbed by the 
plants as needed. 

It may not seem practical, but 
doubtless might be so in the case of 
some fancy show or specimen plants.

FRUIT NOTES 


The Crothers Peach. 


BY PROF, H. E. VAN DEMAN, 


One of the very best late freestone 
peaches of red and white color is yet 
unknown by all but a few experiment- 
ers; although it will surely become 
a prime favorite in due time. This 
is the Crothers. 

It originated near Neosho Falls, Kan., 
where I discovered it about 1875. It 
was a chance seedling on the farm of 
aman after whom I named it; the 
original tree, and likewise all its off- 
springs, being very productive. It 
has a uniform roundish head, and 
makes a good orchard tree with little 
pruning. Late white fleshed freestone 
peaches of high quality are rare, and 
that is what attracted my attention to 
this one when I first saw it, and sub- 
sequent acquaintance has led to even 
a better opinion. It comes in after 
Oldmixon and Stump are gone and 
ripens just with Ward Late, which it 
furpasses and practically renders use- 
less. It is as rich, melting, vinous 
and satisfying as any peach that I 
know. 

I sent buds to Prof. T. V. Nunson 
of Denison, Texas, soon after I found 
it, and he has had it in his list of 
select varieties for sale for many years 
past. It has also been well tested 
and highly appreciated at the exper- 
iment station of our lamented friend, 
T. T. Lyon, of South Haven, Michi- 
gan. All who have tried it like it. 
Those who want a good peach of 
color and season mentioned should 
not fail to get buds or trees of it 
without further delay. 


THE MAYES DEWBERRY. 


Among the nice fruits for the home 
fruit garden is the Mayes Dewberry. 
It is a variety that was found growing 
wild in Texas a few years ago and 
was first called Mayes, after the man 
who originally brought it to notice, 
but was afterwards called Austin by a 
nurseryman of that name who has 
done much to distribute the plants, 
The former name is the one which the 
American Pomological Society has 
decided should have the preference. 
It is perhaps the largest and best in 
quality of all the dewberries that 
have been so far brought to public 
notice. The fruit is also very tender 
and juicy, which renders it less suit- 
able for distant market, but for home 
use and where there is not much 
delay or tough handling between the 
bushes and the consumer it is excel- 
lent. Itis better in quality, larger 
and about a week earlier than Lucre- 
tia. It is the earliest of all the black- 
berry family that is of real value, so 
far as I know. 

The low, creeping habit of the 
vines is rather troublesome, but. it 
has the advantage of being easily laid 
down for protection during winter in 
severe climates. Nor is the Mayes any 
more tender than the other dewber- 
ries that are before the public, so far 
as I have seen them tested. 


A poor soil well worked will ordi- 
narily produce better crops than a 
good soil poorly worked; but for 
wholly satisfactory results there should 
be both good land and good work, 


VAG. K*S 
HORTICULTURAL NOTES. 


Some notes from the recent meeting of The 
Western New York Horticultural Society. 


Green Mountain and Worden were 
pronounced the best early grapes. 

Plum tree stock is the best on which 
to graft apricots. 

Spring is the best time for planting 
peach trees ; fall, for apple trees. 

As a general rule plums will grow 
where beans will, but soil, climate, 
and market should be considered by 
the grower. 

Japanese varieties demand gravelly 
land; domestic varieties are to be 
preferred, though some of the Japan- 
ese are not to be despised. 


Jefferson of the domestic, and Sat-| 


suma, Burbank, and Abundance of 
the Japanese, were recommended. 

Very early and very late varieties 
are the best for market. For home 
use plant those which you like best. 

The comparative selling value of 
Bartlett and Kieffer pears was said to 
be three to one in favor of the Bart- 
lett. Some canners refuse the Kieffer 
altogether, 

One member said fire blight of pears 
could be prevented by spraying with 
Bordeaux; others said not. 

Mr. Hale named the best six straw- 
berries as Bubach, Glen Mary, Brandy- 
wine, Sample, Marshall and Olyde. 
Haviland, Pride of Cumberland, and 
Gandy were suggested by other 
members. 

Raspberry cane blight is a fungus 
which attacks both red and black 
varieties. The only remedy is to cut 
out the affected canes and burn them. 
Does not pay to spray; better give 
new ground every year. 

Four methods of caring for an 
apple orchard: Let it take care of 
itself; pasture sheep in it; cultivate 
at first, then let it take care of itself ; 
cultivate and plant cover-crop every 
year. 

The last method was recommended 
by Professor Craig, as it adds humus, 
fertility and nitrogen to the soil and 
prevents root injury by frost. 

For ten acres of orchard Alexander, 
Twenty Ounce, and Oldenburgh were 
recommended. Rome Beauty, Mc- 
Lellan (for family use), and Sutton’s 
Beauty in place of the Baldwin, were 
named as deserving of more general 
cultivation. It would pay to plant 
Rome Beauty for commercial purposes. 

The Ontario was mentioned as being 
very popular in Canada, and desery- 
ing of general culture. 

The Ben Davis is ahead of the 
Baldwin in productiveness the first ten 
years; after that it falls behind. 

The Wagener was said to be extra 
fine after spraying. 

Apples were considered the most 
reliable and profitable crop for the 
fruit grower, but the fruit must be of 
high quality and properly packed. 
Greening, Baldwin, Hubbardston, 
Nonsuch and Oldenburgh were recom- 
ended. 

One million barrels of apples were 
said to have been raised in Orleans 
county, New York, last year.

VICK’S 
OUR POULTRY PAGE 


J. W. Burgess 


Separate your breeding pen. 

The possession of an incubator 
makes one independent of the cranky 
and unreliable old ‘‘settin’ hen.” 

March is here, and you should think 
seriously of setting hens for early 
chicks. Lucky the man who has 
broody hens to set. 

The second year of a hen’s life is 
her best year so far as laying goes. 
The third year is about like the first, 
and after that she gets no better. 

It is easy to dream out a profitable 
poultry business, but to work out one 
means constant labor and vigilance 
and forethought, and common sense. 

A man who is too sickly to succeed 
at indoor work, may, if he be endowed 
with good business tact, make a com- 
fortable living at poultry, and get the 
outdoor exercise his health requires. 

If your farm contains a quantity of 
poor land, the poultry business, prop- 
erly conducted, with careful manage- 
ment will make that the most profit- 
able Jand on the farm. Fowls will 
thrive where other stock will starve. 

The Belgian hare industry is assum- 
ing such proportions as to produce a 
sharp and growing rivalry. between its 
promoters, and the poultry fanciers. 
The two can be run together very 
nicely, and they are so conducted by 
many persons. 

Unless you are in the show business, 
the keeping of many different breeds 
is a delusion and a snare. Better 
confine yourself to one, or at most, 
two good breeds, and then study to 
learn all you can about those particu- 
lar varieties. 

You can never get the best results 
from your pullets if you keep them 
with the old stock. They require dif- 
ferent food, and more of it than the 
old hens, and being weaker than the 
old stock, they generally have to put 
up with less food, if housed together. 

Don’t let up on your vigilance be- 
cause you think spring is at hand. 
Keep your fowls well housed, for 
March is of all the months most 
treacherous, and one surprise in the 
shape of asudden drop of the mercury, 
will give your hens a set-back they 
won't get over. See that they are 
safely and warmly housed every night. 

If you have kept your pullets and 
old hens separate this winter, you 
have found that of all the eggs you 
got, fully four-fifths came from the 
pullets. It has long since been dem- 
onstrated that pullets, especially of 
the lighter breeds, will outlay the older 
hens, and for this reason many poultry 
men advise never to keep a hen more 
than two years. 

Are you going in for some pure 
blooded fowls this season, or will you 
continue with the mongrel aggrega- 
tion of antiquated apologies that were 
handed down from your grandfather’s 
chicken coop? Brace up, and get 
some hens you will be proud of, and 
you will give them better care, and 
receive more eggs in return. Don’t 
start with mongrels, the best of stock 
will degenerate fast enough, in spite 
of you. 

In saving up eggs from day to day, 
for the early hatch, great care should 
be taken to gather them before they 
are chilled by the frost. Having se- 
cured them, they should be kept in a 
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cool place, on a shelf over which a 
woolen cloth has been spread. It is 
best to make only one layer of them; 
then they can be turned every few 
days until they are placed in the in- 
cubator. With proper care they can 
be kept a month, without injuring 
their chance of hatching.

It isannounced 
for Oct. 21 to 31, and is already the 
talk among poultrymen generally. No 
industry has developed so rapidly 
within the past few years as has the 
poultry business, and it exceeds in 
value any single farm crop. The an- 
nual sale of eggs, poultry, and fancy 
birds for breeding purposes in the 
United States and Canada exceeds- a 
billion dollars, and naturally interests 
avast number of men and women, 
who will take pride in making this 
show a success. 

If your hens sneeze as though they 
had taken cold, put a little camphor 
in their drinking water, and a drop or 
two in their food. Mix a little lard 
and camphor and grease their nostrils. 
You may save them from having roup. 

Plucking fowls may be easily and 
quickly accomplished in this way: 
As soon as the bird is dead, immerse 
it in very hot water, the water to cover 
all of the feathers. One minute is 
usually long enough to keep the fowl 
under hot water. Too long soaking 
will discolor the skin. After this hot 
bath the feathers are so loosened that 
they can be almost rubbed off. The 
fowl is then rinsed, and wiped with a 
soft cloth. It should then be put into 
a cotton bag, kept for the purpose, 
and hung in a cool place. When 
fowls are not used at once they should 
always be rolled in a cloth or paper to 
keep them from turning dark. Ducks 
eannot be managed in this way, as 
their feathers contain so much oil that 
the water does not penetrate them. 

Certainly, my friend, it is perfectly 
proper to feed your hens salt, but 
don’t imagine for a moment that they 
are cows, or horses, and overdo the 
matter, or you will do harm. We 
know one woman who heard that salt 
was good for hens, and would make 
them lay. She went home and mixed 
up a bran and corn meal mash, which 
contained about as much salt as either 
of the other ingredients. 
hungry the fowls ate the mess, and 
sure enough they did all lay, about 
forty of them, never to get up again. 
You should use judgment along with 
your salt, and also a trifle of red 
pepper. But in no ease use either 
the salt or pepper without the judg- 
ment, or you may have to start over 
again in the poultry business as that 
woman did of which we have been 
telling you. The mess should be sea- 
soned about as you would season it 
were you going to eat it. Follow that 
rule and you will make the mash 
more palatable for the hens, and prob- 
ably increase the yield of eggs.

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FRUIT NOTES 2 Concluded 


Though the general culture of ap- 
ples is being neglected in the Kast, 
thousands of acres are being planted 
in the West. 

Opinions varied as to whether ap- 
ples did best under cultivation or in 
sod, with a majority in favor of eul- 
tivation. 

When large limbs are cut off, use 
white oil paint on the exposed surface. 

For cover crop, Alfalfa and Mam- 
moth elover are an ideal mixture; 
cow peas are not desirable in the 
North; Millett is too exhausting to 
the soil; oats are not recommended. 

Crimson clover is a good cover crop 
for the peach orchard, but not for the 
apple orchard. 

No trouble in plowing Alfalfa under 
the first year. 

The Hairy Vetch, a plant recently 
introduced, is meeting with favor for 
cover crop; it stands the winter well 
and can be sown as late as the first of 
September. Dealers will have the 
Vetch if there is a demand for it. 

‘Little peaches” is a disease pre- 
vailing in some parts of Western New 
York and in Hudson valley. It was 
thought it might be caused by drought 
or over-bearing of the trees. Mr. 
Hale said it was unknown in Georgia. 

Several members pronounced the 
Elberta the best October peach. 

The Willett was pronounced 
some a good late peach. 

Spraying trees in bloom was said by 
Professor Beach to diminish the yield 
of fruit. Thecrop is seriously affected 
when trees do not blossom freely. 

Bees are killed by arsenical prepar- 
ations, but Bordeaux mixture does 
not harm them. 

For canker worm spray with white 
arsenic in the spring. 

For curl-leaf on peach trees spray 
with Bordeaux. 

When slaking lime for 
mixture, Professor Beach said his 
practice was to pour a little water on 
the lime, then gradually add more in 
moderate quantities, enough to pre- 
vent the burning of the lime but not 
so much as to drown it. Make a 
creamy paste and keep it covered with 
water until used.

Extracts from remarks by J. H. Hale 
on ‘‘Peaches and Peach Growing:” 

Peaches can be found’in the market 
from May until November. 

Prepare the soil as well as for a 
good garden. Those who prepare the 
land best have best crops. Plow 
under one or two crops of clover. 

Frost runs down hill, the same as 
water. Light, loamy soil, well-drained 
and elevated so that frost will run 
away from it, is best. 
have the soil a little weak than too 
rich. 

Success in peach growing depends 
on the man or woman whois back of 
it. The man who loves his business 
succeeds best. You will get best re- 
sults if you love your peach trees and 
pet them. 

The Peach Belt a few years ago 
covered New Jersey, Delaware, and 
parts of Michigan. Now peaches’ are 
grown in nearly every section of the 
United States. Connecticut grows as 
many peaches as Delaware, and or- 
chards are being planted in Georgia, 
Texas, Arkansas, and Missouri.

Prunning ahead of thinning 
will do some good. 

Pull up diseased trees at once, and 
two years ahead of time if you ean. 

Dig out borers twice a year, in 
October and May. 

The package should be just the 
largest size the consumer will buy. 

Grade three sizes. Sorting by hand 
is best.

For eating, the white-flesh peaches 
are best, and there isa change from 
yellow to white in the demands of the 
market. White fruit is also being 
more used for canning than formerly.

The Triumph is the earliest peach, 
but it is an over bearer and has a 
tendency to rot, especially when the 
tree is overloaded.

A Pretty Home. 


It is every woman’s inalienable right 
to have a pretty home. There is an 
ideal of beauty in every soul which 
seeks expression in some place and 
manner, The home is the preferred 
exploiting place of woman’s artistic 
ideas; and while she lays the whole 
world under tribute to furnish her 
material for decoration, she often over- 
looks the plants which have, if proper- 
ly employed, superlative possibilities 
in that direction. 

It was my privilege to view the 
“model cottage” on exhibition in Chi- 
eago. Neither money nor artistic 
skill was spared to make it complete, 
attractive. Each room was a_ perfect 
part of the whole harmonious scheme 
of beauty, yet when statuary, paint- 
ings, velvet, lace, tapestry, ete., had 
done their decorative best, it was 
worthy of note that the most attrac- 
tive object in each room was always 
the bit of growing greenery in ‘evi- 
dence there. 

Vines of the English Ivy were 
twined about the pillars of the por- 
tico. A sturdy fern in a jardinere 
graced its rail. In the reception hall 
a stately specimen of Keutra Bele- 
morena held the place of honor. An 
octagonal recess off the parlor was al- 
most filled with a fine Boston fern 
which stood on a carved wood pedes- 
tal in the center.

In the sitting room a soldierly look- 
ing Ficus stood guard at the head of 
a couche piled high with sofa pillows.

All through the house the 
plants gave that charm to the 
surroundings that the eye does to 
the human face. Beautiful in” 
themselves they imparted beauty 
to all about. 

None of the *plants used re- 
quired full sunlight, so their 
beauty could be utilized in a 
decorative way without detriment 
to fine rugs and upholstery. It 
is coming to be more and more 
the custom to grow our green- 
house pets in the conservatory— 
if we have one—or in some out 
of the way place and bring the 
plants into the living rooms 
when they are at their bravest;

Foreign Substances in the Eye. 


who feels pain or irritation to rub the 
affected spot. When some trifling ob- 
ject gets under the eyelid, one is 
tempted to rub the exterior of the 
lid, and thus unconsciously imbed 


the object in the inner surface, 
thus rendering its ultimate removal 
more difficult. Another almost irre- 
sistable impulse prompts one to wink. 
This operation is apt to have the same 
effect. If the lid be promptly turned 
inside out, though, danger from both 
of these causes will be avoided, and 
the discovery of the mischief-making 
particle may be promoted. It is bet- 
ter to have some one else do the hunt- 
ing, but if a looking glass is at hand, 
perhaps the victim can see well enough 
with the other eye to find the object 
in question. A correspondent of the 
Scientific American makes these sug- 
gestions: 

Gently hold the eye open with the 
fingers and thumb of one hand, while 
with the other hand dash light hand- 
fuls of water in and across it, so as to 
produce a current of water flowing 
over all the surface of the eye, and the 
under side of the lids. The effect of 
this almost invariably is to push the 
intruding object from the eye. 

The eye: should not be rubbed or 
one lid drawn over the other, or a silk 
handkerchief drawn across the affected 
part, but the eye should be kept from 
winking as much as possible, while 
prompt action is being taken to cause 


a current of water to pass over the 
surface of the ball.

If one wishes to sow seeds of annuals 
out of doors and not lose two-thirds 
of them from drying or baking of soil, 
here is the way to be successful. 

Have your bed mellow and rich, 
soil finely pulverized and just damp 
enough—neither wet nor dry,—and 
mark your rows, packing the soil firm- 
ly where the seeds are to be placed. 
Sow thinly, sprinkle soil over seeds 
and again pack firmly. Now cover 
each row with grass or the soft young 
growth of weeds, about an inch deep, 
and give them a good letting alone. 

By the time the seedlings appear 
the grass will have withered sufficient- 
ly to allow air and light enough, and 
when they are a week or two old the 
grass can be carefully placed about 
their roots as a mulch. If more is 
added as they grow, and summer heat 
increases so much the better. This) 
plan is excellent for the summers sow- 
ing of perennials.

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price of eggs owing to their scarcity is 
proof positive that the average hen 
has had all she could attend to to keep 
warm, without wasting her time and 
vitality in trying to produce eggs. To 
the man who has an incubator, the 
question of brooding hens does not 
cause any anxiety. But it is a sad fact 
that he will still have to depend upon 
the hen for his eggs, as no other machine 
has thus far been invented to take her 
place in that line. Anybody who has 
ever tried it knows that the few eggs 
laid by his flock during the cold 
weather, furnish very poor material 
for making early hatches. The fact 
that the fowls are of necessity confined 
closley and perhaps have little exer- 
cise renders the average of strictly fer- 
tile eggs so small that even the partial 
success of his hatch is extremely prob- 
lematical, and it is more than likely 
that he will have all his labor for 
nothing, as he will, at best, secure 
onlg afew scrawny specimens of ill fa- 
vored chicks, that will never pay to 
bother with. If you have an ineuba- 
tor, and your arrangements are such 
that you can separate a few of your 
most likely layers, with a rooster, and 
take special care of them, feeding es- 
pecially for eggs, you may succeed in 
securing enough fertile eggs to produce 
a few April pullets, and they will 
amply repay you for all trouble, for 
April pullets this year, will be very 
rare. Some seasons, an April chick 
would be considered late, but not so 
this year, for this long stretch of se- 
vere winter weather has been far- 
reaching, and has been felt in no in- 
dustry more than in the poultry line. 
If you are in shape to do so you 
should by all means make a special 
effort to run at least part of a ‘‘bak- 
ing” of eggs before the snow is off the 
ground, and the few -chicks 
you may bring to maturity as 
the result of it will pay for 
themselves a dozen times over 
in thirty-cent eggs they willlay 
next September, when your old 
hens are moulting.
